ADISON. Wis.—The Wisconsin supreme court Monday issued an alter- 


native writ of mandamus ordering Elmer S. Hall, secretary of state, 


to place the name of A. A. Bentley. mayor of La Crosse, in the democratic 
column as democratic, candidate for governor at the November general 
election, and the name of John M. Callahau as democratic candidate for 
congress, or show cause why their names should not be certified as party 
candidates. 


Arguments on the writ, which will test constitutionality of the provi- 


sions of the primary law requiring that office-seekers in the primary poll 
ten per cent of the vote cast for their party candidate for governor in the 
last election, before their names can go on the official general election 
ballot, were set by the court for October 5 at 10 a. m.

pONSTANTINOPLE.—By the Associated Press.—Hamid Bey, 
\j representative of the Angora government in Constantinople, 
declared Monday the allied invitation to the peace conference 
could n6t be accepted by the Turkish nationalists on the terms 
laid down. 


"We cannot accept the allied terms because they propose to de-mili- 


tarize the Sea of Marmora and part of Thrace which would prevent us from 
bringing our troops from Asia to Europe," said Hamid in a statement to 
the correspondent. 
"Neither can we accept literally the condition that our 


army shall not advance while the peace conference is progressing. 


This would so circumscribe our movements that the enemy would 


have ample opportunity to prepare forces for a fresh attack and would 
give the allies a chance to complete their land and naval reinforcement* 
in the event the conference failed. 


"Regarding the straits, we have already admitted freedom for the 


passage of all vessels through them, but we are not prepared to define in 


what authority or body the control

The Merchant Marine 


IT may be a general assumption that Wiscon- 
* sin unconditionally repudiated the ship sub- 
sidy idea, or at least, the bill now pending in 
congress, when it nominated Senator La Fol- 
lette and his official political associates by an 
overwhelming majority in the September pri- 
mary, because in the campaign Senator La 
Follette stigmatized this bill as a raid on the 
public in the interest of such organizations as 
the steel trust. However, there were many is- 
sues, and so it is not possible to say that the 
La Follette majority indicated Wisconsin's po- 
sition upon any single issue, as that majority 
might have been attained in spite of a public 
objection to one or more of this specific La Fol- 
lette issue. 


We are not in a position to discuss the 


specific merits of the subsidy bill. We do be- 
lieve, however, that an American merchant ma- 
rine is of vast importance to this country, and 
that to no class is it more important in a finan- 
cial way than to the farmer. 
To accept the 


theory of those who say we should let other 
countries monopolize the marine business be- 
cause they can do it more cheaply than Ameri- 
cans, is equivalent to saying that we should 
permit foreign countries to furnish us with 
almost every manufactured product, because 
unquestionably, they can do it more cheaply. 
Were that policy followed 
throughout, 
we 


would have no industrial workers, whose mil- 
lions of mouths the farmer feeds. 
The ship 


subsidy is to American shipping what the tar- 
iff is to American manufacture and farming— 
protection against chesp foreign labor. 


The importance of a merchant marine to 


the farmer resides in the fact that a bumper 
crop means loss to him, not gain, unless the 
market is big enough to create a demand for 
his products. 
Under present conditions this 


means that in the neighborhood of 25 per cent 
of farm products must be sold abroad. He must 
have access to foreign markets or prices of 
farm products will decline. At this very mo- 
ment that is the backbone of his difficulty. And 
he must have reasonable access to foreign mar- 
kets in the matter of shipping facilities. 


Senator La Follette intimates that a ship 


subsidy is a raid on the public by which such 
concerns as the steel trust alone would profit. 
The La Crosse Tribune is not interested in the 
steel trust excepting in a general way. It gets 
no revenue from the steel trust. It is speci- 
fically interested in the farmer. Its home is in 
La Crosse county, which in agricultural wealth 
ranks high among the counties of the entire 
United States. It sells its product, a 
daily 


paper, to the Wisconsin farmer. It sells adver- 
tising to stores, the prosperity of which de- 
pends directly upon the prosperity of the Wis- 
consin farmers. And it is our interest in the 
Wisconsin farmer, which in some sense is a 
selfish interest, which bids us to urge farmers 
everywhere to study the ship subsidy problem 
as it affects their own welfare. 


The value of farm produce in eight states 


forming the group to which Wisconsin belongs 
is about 33,000,000,000 a year. This is a pro- 
duct of which the steel trust need not/ be 
ashamed. In other words, in the aggregate 
the farmer is a formidable competitor of any 
single group in the list known as "big business" 
when it really comes to the value of produc- 
tions. The $3,000,000,000 is not a fixed figure. 
It is the average value of farm produce of these 
states 
With a lively foreign market and good 


shipping facilities it might be $4,000,000,000 
or $5,000,000,000. just as without these facili- 
ties it might shrink to $2,000,000,000. In other 
words, the value of the product is what pro- 
ceeds the farmer can get for it, and what he 
can get for it depends upon the amplitude, ac- 
tivity and accessibility of markets. 


Of all states, Wisconsin is most interested 


in the merchant marine. Two inland water- 
ways are thrusting themselves to the interior 
of the United States. 
One is the Mississippi 


river, which is being amplified as an artery to 
seagoing commerce at the Gulf. The other is 
the St. Lawrence shipway, which will penetrate 
to the Great Lakes. On the west the Missis- 


sippi follows the Wisconsin boundary. On tfhe 
east our border is the Great Lakes. With these 
two projects completed, Wisconsin will practi- 
cally have tidewater on both sides. Its Missis- 
sippi and Lake ports will to all intents and 
purposes be sea ports. Wisconsin cheese, 
meats and potatoes can be loaded at Green Bay 
and Milwaukee for London and Hong Kong. 
Therefore as a business man the Wisconsin far- 
mer cannot afford to neglect thoroughgoing 
study of the merchant marine problem. 


It is our conviction that the ship subsidy 


is not the right method. We believe that the 
government should own and. operate the mer- 
chant marine, just as we believed with Senator 
La Follette, that Secretary McAdoo was right 
when he opposed the return of the railroads to 
private ownership. But this thing is impos- 
sible. Probably Wisconsin is one of not more 
than three states in the United States that 
would vote for public ownership of these facili- 
ties. We know, and every farmer knows, that 
a public ownership measure cannot be put 
through congress. 


This puts up to us, as practical people, the 


question of what is the best measure that .can 
be gotten through congress. Senator La Fol- 
lette does not oppose this present bill only. 
As we understand him, he opposes the whole 
idea. He has no substitute to offer other than 
government ownership, which can't be passed. 
One recalls that years ago a ship subsidy bill 
was offered. 
Congress defeated it. Congress 


said then that the shipping idea was alright, 
but that it could not be established by a sub- 
sidy—it must be established by indirect as- 
sistance. 
Two years later a bill was intro- 


duced seeking shipping aid by indirect assist- 
ance. 
It was defeated. 
Many of the same 


congressmen arose to say that the shipping 
idea was alright, but that it could not be put 
over by indirect assistance—it would have to 
be done by a subsidy. 


We do not assume to disagree with Sena- 


tor La Follette upon the merits of the present 
bill. For all we know, there may be a joker 
in every line. But Wisconsin farmers ought 
to find some way to acquaint Senator La Fol- 
lette with the fact that they are interested in 
an American merchant marine, because they 
will be among its biggest shippers. Its estab- 
lishment means billions to the American far- 
mer. They should tell Senator La Follette that 
if the present bill is wrong he should devise 
some scheme by which—congress being what it

of Power Companies 


MADISON, WiS.—That there is I B 


growing tendency in Wisconsin to- 
wards consolidation of power plants 
and to some extent, gas properties, 
which may seo the state divided into 
districts linked by chains of power 
companies is the 
belief 
expressed 


Monday by L. E. Gettle, member of 
the state railroad commission. My. 
Gettle.points to tile numerous consoli- 
dations of the past year as tlie basis 
for this belief and is of the opinion 
that the" 1023 legislature will be called 
upon to enact special laws in relation 
to this question. 


"There can be little Question," de- 


clared >fr. Gettle. "that there is an 
over growing tendency in Wisconsin 
towards the consolidation of public 
utilities, especially 
that. 
based on 
power. 
It is only recently that we 


?pe the expansion of the Wisconsin- 
Minnesota, company in the northern 
part of the state; the control of the 
Milwaukee Northern stock by the T. 
M. E. R. and L. company of Milwau- 
kee ; the inter-change mileage book af- 
fecting all electric roads in eastern 
Wisconsin: the merger by the Wiscon- 
sin Securities company of the electric 
railways, gns and electric systems of 
Oree-n 
Bay, 
Oshkpsh. 
Sheboygan, 


Marinette, Menomonee, Sturgeon Bay. 
Kewaunee and Algoma; and the pres- 
ent proposal of •« supply of electric 
power to a score of cities in the Bara- 
boo valley. 


"The real basis for this consolida- 


tion is water power and the develop- 
ment of -water power. It is true that 
some municipal plants are being aban- 
doned or taken over as result of this 
tendency. 
Take a. small city that. 


builds its own power plant. If it is 
a growing city it is not long; before 
the original plant must 1)8 replaced 
•with much larger units. Now we have 
a consolidation .company buying the 
power at its source from one of the 
large power development companies 
of the state. . Lines are stretched 
through a wholfe territory and a num- 
ber of cities are grouped together for 
the service. 
Out from each city may 


run the lines setving the rural com- 
munities surrounding." 
That this extension of these con- 


solidations iu Wisconsin tuny result in 
legislative action during the 
M>23. 


session is proibable. Mr. Gettle points 
out that the railroad commission, or- 
ganized for the purpose, of protecting 
the consumers, is in reality able to 
do little in this work under these con- 
solidations and inter-contract cases. 


"PracticaJly the only way we have 


of regulation is through the approval 
of stock sales or the issuance of new 
stock necessary. ' This is especially 
true in inter-contracts between coni^ 
panies. Actually we are but protect- 
ing the buyer of stocks in some of 
these 
companies instead of safe- 


guarding the consumer of the utility 
products. This is a question that will 
very likely be called to the attention 
of Hie 1023 legislature so that we 
may protect, tbe consumers." 
That there will be a continuance 


of this consolidation 
of 
companies 


supplying power from a central source 
in the years to come that will link the 
main cfties by these chain systems 
is the belief of Mr. Castle. The prob- 
lem is comparatively a new one for 
the stnt;e commission and the rules 
and precedents set will have an even 
more important place in tbe regulation 
of public utilities in the future.
